I know 
of no reason why the legislature could 
not itself compo.se the constitutional 
convention, or name members of that 
convention or empower the governor 
to do so. Certainly there is nothing 
to prevent the legislature from resolv- 
ing itself into a constitutional conven- 
tion. 


Law Provides Way. 


"The drafting 
of 
constitutional 


amendments and the submission of the 
name to the peopfe can be done in any 
Manner approved by law. With the 
people's approval of the draft so sub- 
mitted, at a special election, the con 
stitutlon will have been adopted, with 
out further action from the legislature. 
It is not necessary that the constitu- 
tion be approved by any legislature." 


Amendment by Sections. 


The justice-elect favors the plan of 


amending the constitutions by sec- 
tions, rather than tipping it wide open 
and rewriting the .entire document. 


"There are many features' of the 


present constiution which are very 
commendable and which cannot be 
improved upon." said Mr. Robinson. 
"To iny mind, it would be much better 
to let these stand as they are than 
to go to the trouble of writing then. 
into a new constitution." 


Indications are that North Dakota 


will be given an amended constitution 
rather than a wholly new one.
